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"A Century And A Half 
Marion Gears Up For 150 th Celebration 
By Kenneth J. Souza 

Despite current distractions on the local, state and 
federal level, Marion Town Clerk /Tax Collector /Treasurer 
Debra M. Blanchette is preoccupied these days with plans 
for the spring and summer of 2002. That's when the Town 
of Marion will be celebrating and commemorating the 
150 th anniversary of its official incorporation as a town in 
1852. A 150 th Celebration Committee has been formed — 
with Ms. Blanchette as Chairman — and they've been 
meeting at least monthly to hammer out plans for both a 
formal ceremony in the spring to observe the actual May 
14/15 signing of the town's incorporation, and a more 
festive week-long celebration during the first week of July 
to coincide with the town's usual yearly Fourth of July 
events. 

Ms. Blanchette explained that the May ceremony 
will be a more formal event to commemorate either the 
May 14 or 15 anniversary date. Depending on how you 
view things, the Town of Marion began as an entity either 
on May 14, when the state legislature approved the

incorporation, or on the following day, when the Secretary 
of the Commonwealth signed his seal of approval. Either 
way, residents can expect to commemorate the event on 
May 14, 2002 with a ceremony that will tentatively 
include the burial of a time capsule, the reading of the 
town's incorporation, and planned participation from 
students at Sippican School, ORR Junior and Senior High 
Schools, and Tabor Academy — another reason to take 
advantage of the May date while school is still in session. 

"We wanted to get the students involved, and 
since May 14 happens to fall on a Tuesday, we'll plan 
something as part of the (weekly) Selectmen's meeting," 
Ms. Blanchette said. 

But the real 150 th "celebration" will take place just 
over a month later during the week of July 1 through July 
7, 2002. An array of events are now in the planning stages 
for the entire week, some of which will piggyback on the 
already-planned July 4 events, others which will originate 
from the 150 th Celebration Committee. 

Marion residents will be kept busy every day,

beginning with Monday, July 1 when the Sippican 
Woman's Club will open and host "Handy's Tavern" as a 
period attraction serving ale, grog and light food. The 
Sippican Historical Society is expected to offer a presenta- 
tion on the history of the town; the Woman's Club Garden 
Group is planning to plant red, white and blue flowers in 
the village area, along with a variation on the once- 
popular "Marigold Days"; an earlier-than-usual Band 
Concert is expected to take place that night at Island 
Wharf; and most of the downtown businesses will 
participate in some way to commemorate the celebration. 

On Tuesday, July 2, Ms. Blanchette said the 
committee hopes to provide tours of Sippican Harbor 
with assistance from Burr Brothers' and Bardens' Boat 
Yards and the Beverly Yacht Club, all of which would 
provide the use of their launches. Like most of the 
planned events, Ms. Blanchette hopes these tours would 
be free-of-charge, or cost a nominal fee to cover expenses. 
"Some things will be free, others may cost a nominal 
charge," she said. "We hope to cover our costs . . . we don't 
want to burden the taxpayers with these events." 

Other mid-week events being considered: an ice 
cream social; a sandcastle contest; a kite-flying contest; 
residents in period costumes/ dress; an exhibit of local 
artists sponsored by the Marion Art Center, tentatively 
titled "Marion Seen," along with a stage production with 
a theme related to the 150 th anniversary; and a demon- 
stration by the Marion Mallet Club. "We're hoping to

include as many groups and organizations in town who 
are willing and want to be included," Ms. Blanchette said. 

On Thursday, July 4, the usual Fourth of July 
Parade, Fireworks Display, and Marion Horse Show will 
all go on as planned — but each should be a little more 
extravagant in honor of the 150 th celebration . . . especially 
the parade. "We're getting other groups to participate (in 
the parade) and have a special (anniversary) theme," Ms. 
Blanchette said.

Social Club, the dance will kick off at 5:00 pm and will 
cater to "all different ages and tastes," according to Ms. 
Blanchette. 

On Saturday, July 6, residents will be treated to a 
series of events sponsored and hosted by the Marion 
Firefighters' Association at Washburn Park, beginning at 
9:00 am. Among the events: a fire apparatus parade; 
demonstrations of public safety; and a firefighters' 
muster. The local Coast Guard and Harbormaster's 
department are also expected to participate. Then, two 
more familiar Marion events have been combined for 
Saturday night when the Marion VFW hosts a Chicken 
BBQ at Silvershell Beach from 5:00 to 7:00 pm . . . after 
which the Marion Police Brotherhood's Annual Concert 
will also take place at the beach. 

On Sunday, July 7, Ms. Blanchette said the 
committee is hoping to have a united church service at 
Silvershell Beach in the morning, to take advantage of a 
tent and facilities that will remain from the previous 
night's events. Other potential Sunday morning events: a 
classic car show and a performance by the Sippican 
Choral Society. 

Lastly, the entire week will culminate with a 
Sunday evening "Harbor Illumination" which will require 
careful planning and safety considerations to coordinate 
the lighting up of Sippican Harbor either via flares or 
candles. 

Although some fund-raising will be done and 
other events will require a nominal fee to cover costs, Ms. 
Blanchette said the committee is wary of spending 
taxpayers' money frivolously on the celebration. As such, 
they've placed an article on next week's Special Town 
Meeting requesting $8,000 in seed money to cover various 
start-up costs such as printing, mailing, and booking 
deposits for items such as the tent rental and entertain- 
ment.

"Our goal is to spend as little taxpayer money as 
possible," she said. "We're hoping to cover and recoup 
our costs . . . and may end up turning in money." 

With an impressive schedule of events already 
falling into place, Marion's 150 th Celebration is shaping up 
to be a worthwhile event at any price. And Ms. Blanchette 
is quick to point out that $3,000 was allocated for the 
town's 100 th celebration in 1952. 

"A committee member did a calculation based on 
the (cost of living) . . . and that amount would be over 
$20,000 today," she said. 

The next meeting of the 150 th Anniversary Cel- 
ebration Committee will take place on Tuesday, October 
23 at 7:30 pm in the Sippican School's Community Room.

• Letter from Rochester Selectmen Chairman 
Richard D. Cutler, writing on behalf of the regional

meetings in a very long time. "I implore the Marion Board 
of Selectmen to make an effort to have the Marion repre- 
sentative and/ or the alternates attend the meetings 
during these critical times," Mr. Cutler wrote. Chairman 
Dickerson agreed that they will make a concerted effort to 
have representation at all future meetings. 

• Letter from The Suburban Coalition asking the 
Marion Selectmen consider joining their organization, 
which is currently nearing 60 communities across the 
Commonwealth. "Since there is strength in numbers, our 
goal is to have at least 100 member communities with 
multiple boards joining from each community," wrote 
Chairman Jerry Wasserman. 

Selectman Bryant said that the Marion School 
Committee was already a member of the organization and 
found them to be very beneficial in providing information 
and assisting with lobbying the legislature. As such, the 
board unanimously voted to join the Suburban Coalition 
and pay the nominal $100 annual dues for participation. 

• Memo from Department of Public Works 
(DPW) Superintendent Rob Zora regarding the recent 
request for abatement for property at 35 Parkway Lane - 
Eisner. There remained several serious discrepancies in 
the water readings at the property, the most recent of 
which topped out at 24,347 gallons for a fourteen-month 
period. 

"How do you use that much water in (that 
period)?" asked Selectman Winters. 

"Short of a leak, it would be hard to explain the

increased water rates," agreed Selectman Bryant. The 
board agreed to take this matter under advisement and 
confer again with DPW Superintendent Zora before 
making a determination on the abatement. 

• Letter from the Massachusetts Emergency 
Management Agency (MEM A) informing the town that 
they will be conducting local Terrorism Training Sessions 
throughout the Commonwealth to prepare communities 
for any potential disasters as the ones which recently 
befell New York City and the Pentagon. Resident Carol 
Sanz wanted to know if Marion had done anything to 
prepare for such a catastrophe: "Are Marion residents 
aware of where to go and what to do? I haven't seen 
anything to tell us who's in charge, or where to go," she 
said. 

Chairman Dickerson agreed and suggested that 
they schedule a meeting with the Director of Emergency 
Management to discuss such details so that town resi- 
dents were prepared for any potential emergency. 

At 7:15 pm the board met with Emergency 
Medical Services (EMS) Director Everett Eaton. Chairman

six weeks ago to discuss the pros and cons of operating 
the Marion EMS via committee (as it has been for the past 
25 years) or as a town department, like the current Police 
and Fire Departments. "To me, it looks like there are more 
cons than pros (to keeping it run by committee)," said 
Chairman Dickerson. 

One of the key concerns with running the EMS 
via committee is that they have inadvertently violated the 
Open Meeting Law when holding staff meetings. As per a 
recommendation from Town Counsel, operating the EMS 
as a department would preclude them from falling into 
this trap. "A department doesn't have to deal with that 
issue," Selectman Winters said. 

Mr. Eaton was agreeable to making the change, 
but remained adamant about allowing the EMS Depart- 
ment to annually make a recommendation as to their 
Director. The Board of Selectmen would make the official 
appointment of an EMS Director, and Chairman 
Dickerson said they would accept recommendations from 
the EMS members. 

"Everything will basically stay the same . . . this 
will just allow you to operate as a department," Chairman 
Dickerson said. 

With that, the board unanimously voted to 
suspend the appointment of the Marion Emergency 
Medical Services as a committee-run organization; then 
they unanimously voted to appoint Mr. Eaton as the 
Director of the Marion EMS Department, with a term to 
expire in April, 2002. The board also asked Mr. Eaton to 
prepare Policies and Procedures for the EMS Department 
and submit them to the board for consideration. 

At 7:30 pm the board met with Roger Blanchette, 
Chairman of the Zoning Board of Appeals (ZBA), regard- 
ing a recent resignation from the ZBA and the resulting 
vacancy. Mr. Blanchette noted that Norman Rose recently 
submitted a letter of resignation, effective October 1, 2001.

stormwater consultant, used a microphone at the beginning of 
his presentation, but developer James Lanagan did not and, like 
the board, was difficult to understand. There was never a 
request from the board (out of common courtesy) that Lanagan 
make himself heard. 

This is the second time, both connected with The 
Regatta development, that the board has been the source of a 
complaint about the Open Meeting Law to the district attorney's 
office. The last one emanated as a result of Mr. Demello leaving a 
meeting room and conferring with Mr. Lanagan in a hallway, 
then returning to tell the board that Mr. Lanagan agreed to pay 
for an independent engineering study. Because the board made 
an OPEN vote on the matter, it was not considered a violation. 
But how does it look to the general public? 

At the recent meeting, the board voted to continue the 
meeting until 7:30 pm, October 16 at the school. It also voted to 
use the modeling line indicative for establishing the water table 
in the project area. In addition, the board will hear results from 
an engineering study done on the property by Marion 
Degregorio, as requested by resident David Fuerman. According 
to Mr. Fuerman, Degregorio's findings show that some of the 
project area, particularly the section that might prove to be 
wetlands, was obliterated due to tests conducted by Doug 
Schneider. Mr. Fuerman said there was a strong possibility that it 
is a wetland. He said plant species consistent with wetlands 
were identified by Ms. Degregorio. 

In terms of the bulldozing that has taken place, Mr. 
Fuerman asked: "Who authorized for it to be done?" Mr. 
Kummer said the commission did not see the area in question. It 
wasn't a well-defined wetland, he added. He said that the 
members walked through the area before it was bulldozed and 
could not find a wetland. 

A question came up as to whether the commission has 
the ability to require a bond for the retention ponds and Mr. 
Demello said it did not, thereby eliminating any safeguard in the 
functioning of the ponds. The questioner then said that some 
safeguards are needed because of the scope of the project. If the 
engineer is saying the project will work, then there should be a

VOMITING CATS 

I have 2 cats. Both have vomited in the house a few times a week since I 
have owned them. The 5 year old female really pigs out. She eats her dry 
cat food really fast and then vomits it about 5 minutes later. We try feeding 
her small, frequent meals and that seems to help but it is labor intensive. 
Do you have any thoughts? 

Cats that eat their food very rapidly and then vomit need to have 
their food intake slowed down. Try covering the food with 2-4 golf 
balls. The cat will have to nudge the balls out of the way to get a 
mouthfull and this will slow down their eating. Changing from dry 
to canned food may also help but will make more of a mess if it 
doesn't stay down. 

My other cat has always vomited 3-4 times a week. She vomits, food some- 
times and just yellow frothy bile at others. Occasionally there is a clump of 
hair in the vomit. She seems healthy and happy otherwise. What can I do 
to help her? 

This may be more difficult to manage. Cats with this pattern of 
vomiting may have a number of problems. Two of the more com- 
mon are a bacterial infection in the stomach caused by Helicobacter 
felis or a condition called inflammatory bowel disease. Try chang- 
ing your cats diet to a different kind of food. Often the use of a pre- 
mium cat food will help. If 2-3 diet changes over a couple of months 
is not helpful then discuss the problem with your veterinarian.

Training Bay. Starring Denzel Washington and Ethan 
Hawke. Directed by Antoine Fuqua. Running time: 116 
minutes. MPAA rating: R. At Cinema 12 at the North 
Dartmouth Mall and Flagship Cinemas in New 

Bedford. 

The tagline of Training Day is "The only thing more danger- 
ous than crossing the line is the cop who crosses it." To this we 
might add: The only thing more annoying than affecting a dark, 
cynical pose is the Hollywood thriller that shies away from it at 
the end." Training Day spends much of its running time telling 
us, in wised-up, street-smart tones, that you have to become a 
wolf to catch a wolf; whatever disreputable charge it carries de- 
rives from this down-and-dirty outlook, so when the movie back- 
tracks and says a wolf who catches other wolves is still a wolf, it 
ends up not meaning much. Either go all the way, or don't go 
there. 

Veteran L.A. narc Alonzo Harris (Denzel Washington) is the 
author of the wolf metaphor, among many others. Alonzo sees 
himself as a hard-bitten combat veteran who long ago lost any 
ideals or illusions about human nature. Rookie cop Jake Hoyt 
(Ethan Hawke) is assigned to train under Alonzo's supervision, 
ostensibly to prove he has the right stuff to serve in Alonzo's 
unit. Like all fresh-faced rookies, Jake has been given a warm 
and beautiful wife and baby daughter, as if we wouldn't care 
about the fate of a single, childless cop. 

Jake rides around the hellholes of L.A. with Alonzo, who 
relishes giving the new white boy a guided tour of places white 
boys aren't welcome. For a while, David Ayers' script toys with 
the notion that Alonzo is the kind of shady-ethics cop that's 
needed to get the job done; and if this were a more serious movie, 
we might be given to think about how the brutal demands of the 
job might turn some cops into monsters battling with monsters 
(while other officers retain their essential decency). The movie 
could' ve been about what kind of person becomes a bad cop and 
what kind stays clean, or at least settles for doing no harm. 

But this isn't a serious movie, despite Denzel Washington in 
full eruption and giving his calloused lines more weight and 




authority than they deserve. Denzel Washington is this movie — 
it's his anti-star vehicle, his chance to stretch his legs in a com- 
pelling rare unsympathetic turn. To defuse charges of racism, 
the movie carefully includes its share of corrupt white officers, 
lurking in shadows in a restaurant and casually talking about 
executing a criminal who hoodwinked the court system (the scene 
could' ve been lifted whole and breathing from The Star Chamber, 
in which a group of frustrated judges banded together for ven- 
geance). But essentially Training Day is about a noble white man 
against a corrupt black man. 

The movie plays at realism; it plays at a lot of things. But 
eventually Hollywood takes over — the last act is particularly 
shameful in this regard, and poor Ethan Hawke (who tries hard, 
but is miscast) takes so much punishment that you begin to won- 
der if his character should headline the sequel to Unbreakable. 
(He bleeds a lot, but he suffers about ten separate mishaps that 
should have put him in the hospital.) Director Antoine Fuqua, 
who previously distinguished himself by making a bad Chow 
Yun-Fat thriller (The Replacement Killers), opts for a brand of rock- 
video flash slightly different from that film; this time, what he's 
selling is the dark and dangerous energy of the street, but he's 
still in the selling business. 

Watching Training Day, I kept remembering a better thriller 
about a weary black cop, his eager white partner, and their con- 
trasting ideologies — Seven, whose ending was about as bleak as 
you can imagine, but which did not send me off vaguely de- 
pressed and feeling manipulated. Perhaps it's because in that film, 
the war of ideas meant something, and so did the price paid for 
it. Here, what you get is a two-hour wallow that invites you to 

it as the real worlH only to turn on a Hime intn trie fake
